‘Tus figures wo published on Thursday last, 
dealing with the number of plague ceses in 
Hongkong, furnish matter for thouglit. Tn 
this Colony the returns difforentiate the 
Chinese,._Other Asiatics* and Europeans, 
aud it is easy to notico the comparative 
tnortality. ‘Figures obtainable from South 
Afric, also enable us to compare Hongkong 
with Cape Town and its vicinity. Among 
tho Chinese in this Colony, at chat date, 
the number of known cases as 837. OF 
theso, 793 hnd proved fatal, ‘Therefore, 
of those stricken, about 94 per cent have 
died, Whun we tum to ‘Other Asiatics,’ 
wo find that of 17 who have been siitten, 
J2 died and recovered, yo that the death- 
rate is aboot 70 per cent. Of Europeans, 

10 have been affected snd 4 have died. 

The mortality is therefore 40 per cent., 
There is a marked diilereuce iu the results 
obtaincd, let the causes be what they may.
